That the home study plan is much 
better than correspondence courses 
has been amply demonstrated, ac­ 
cording to Secretary Houston of the 
Department. 
W arning against 
so-called 
“ tree 
surgeons” or “tre doctors” is being 
issued by the Department of Agri­ 
culture. 
Many of these professional 
“ tree surgeons” often do their tree- 
patients more harm than good, the 
T hpartm ent 
declares. 
A 
careless 
filling of tree cavities and use <>t 
climbing devices and pruning hooks, 
which injure barks and limbs, are 
charged to the novices of unskileld 
professionals in tree surgery. 


“ J u s t as a person who is subject 
to 
infection 
through 
cuts 
and 
scratches, trees are rendered subject 
to infection by having their bark 
torn,” the Department experts de- 
el a re. 
“ Don’t neglect cavities” is a w arn­ 
ing of human dentists which applies 
equally well to trees, according to 
the Department. 
Slight cavities and rotten places, 
also slight injuries 
to 
trunk 
and 
limbs should be attended to immedi­ 
ately and save trouble 15 or 20 year 
later, it is stated. 
Fse of climbing spurs is particu­ 
larly injurious to trees, it is a "sort­ 
ed. 
The w o u n d s render trees m on 
liable to catch disease “in the air.’* 
High ladders, ropes and rubber soled 
shoes are the prime requisites for 
the tree doctoring, according to tin 
advice of the forestry experts.

advertising cards frequently secured 
a long list of names and would desig­ 
nate the address by the word “city” 
or supply the 
name of 
the 
town 
where the card was to be delivered. 
Post office clerks have experienced 
much trouble with cards 
addressed 
in this manner as 
frequently 
they 
were required to look up the addres­ 
ses of tin* majority in the city direc­ 
tories. 
Under the new order cards 
having insufficient addresses will be 
delivered only at the general delivery 
window and will not be delivered by 
the postmen. 
Under 
the present 
ruling 
first 


c la ss mail matter 
addressed 
with 
only the name of the city is delivered 
of the a d d r e s s of the 
sender 
can 
he obtained from any source. 
The 
new ruling does not affect first class 
mail although the majority of letters 
which do not have the street address 
are delivered from the general deliv­ 
ery window. 
The notice sa y s: 
“There seems to he a growing ten­ 
dency on tlu* part of 
advertisers, 
public utility corporations and other 
patrons to omit 
street 
and 
house 
number from the address 
on 
post 
cards and postal cards. When mailed 
in 
large 
quantities 
or 
habitually 
mailed by the same persons or firm 
with the evident expeetion of having 
the post office complete the address, 
the cards should not Do given direc­ 
tory service but should he placed in 
the general delivery.”

23.—Changes 
have been made 
and 
others 
are 
pending today in the banking 
and 
currency system of the United States 
as a result of the 
European 
war. 
Many 
congressmen 
declare 
they 
could not have been put through Con­ 
gress in a year’s fight had it not been 
for the emergency which war creat­ 
ed. 
Some of the very things 
that 
have been «lone already, or are now 
pending, were suggested when the 
present banking and currency law 
was under consideration, and were 
scornfully rejected, particularly in 
the Senate. 


One particularly 
important 
pro­ 
vision which has already been adopt­ 
ed as a result of the war war that 
removing tlu* so-called forty per cent 
government bond restrict ion. 
Under 
tlu* Aldrich Vroeland bill as passed 
banks which complied with the re­ 
quirements with regard to organiza­ 
tion into clearing house associations 
and in other ways could issue emer­ 
gency currency only if they had al­ 
ready 40'' of their capital and sur­ 


plus already outstanding in ordinary 
bond secured under the old plan, it 
could not benefit under the new. 


The provision was inserted in the 
old Aldrich Vreeland act as much to 
protect the market value of the gov­ 
ernment bonds as anything else. 
It 
was to encourage the banks of tlu 
country to hold 40 '* of their capital 
and surplus in government bonds, so 
that they could issue currency 
by 
them, and he in a position to tak< 
advantage of the new currency plan. 


This, however, did not suit many ot 
the larger banks of the country, how­ 
ever, particularly those of New York 
which thought that the purchase of 
large blocks of low interest hearing 
government bonds, 
the 
value 
of 
which was recognized to be declin­ 
ing, would be 
a poor 
investment. 
Their judgement in this respect has 
been justified by a substantial de­ 
cline in the price of bonds, which did 
not encourage other banks 
to buy 
them. 
In 
an emergency, however, 
these banks found themselves shut 
off from the opportunity to 
issue 
currency under the Aldrich Vreeland 
plan. 
To relieve them Congress has 
removed this restriction. 


It is a matter 
of 
some 
debate 
whether another step which Congress 
took at the same time— that of per­ 
mitting state banks to issue currency 
under the Aldrich Vreeland bill if 
they would agree to join the Fed­ 
eral Reserve Board' later—accom­ 
plished anything. 
It is the opinion 
of the Treasury Department that an­ 
other amendment or act will have to 
he passed to take care of the situa­ 
tion. 
It seems that in permitting 
state banks and trust companies to 
issue currency under 
the 
Aldrich 
Vreelatnd hill Congress neglected to 
repeal an old measure which was de­ 
signed to restrict to national banks 
the business of issuing currency not 
put out by the 
government 
direct. 
This imposed a tax of 10, ° on all 
currency issued by banks other than 
national 
banks. 
Naturally, 
some 
persons in authority contend, unless 
this is repealed there will be very 
little issuing of emergency currency 
under the terms of the Aldrich Vree­ 
land bill by state banks (>r trust com­ 
panies. 


Another measure which was intro­ 
duced by Senator Owen would raise 
the proportion of its unimpaired cap­ 
ital and surplus which a bank might 
loan on commercial paper and still 
remain in the reserve system from 
30r,f to 75%, while an accompanying 
amendment makes it clear that bills 
of exchange or domestic or foreign 


acceptance having not 
more 
than 
three months to run may be constru­ 
ed as commercial pai>er. 
This is 
the most important amendment of 
all from the view point of the cotton 
tates, for whom it was especially 
written. 


Under this amendment the hanks 
can loan the farmers on their ware­ 
house receipts, transformed into hills 
of exchange, up to 75% of the unim­ 
paired capital and surplus of all the 
hanks in the south, virtually. 


To take care still further of the 
Southern situation, 
Senator 
Owen 
also introduced an amendment which 
will allow’ to 
enter 
the 
Federal 
system banks in towns of not more 
than 3,000 inhabitants which have a 
capital of only $15,000. 
Under the 
original act the minimum capital re­ 
quirements were those formerly re­ 
quired of National banks, and $25,- 
000 was the smallest capital upon 
which any bank could enter. 
Again 
this plan w'ould aid the cotton farm­ 
ers. since a remarkably large propor­ 
tion of the banking capital of 
the 
South is in state banks themselves. 
These amendments, ’ however 
have 
met the approval of the Federal Re­ 
serve Hoard because they think it 
would not only be of benefit to tlu* 
South, but that the bringing in of 
these small banks would be a source 


of strength to the Federal Reserve 
System itself, enormously increasing 
in the aggregate 
its 
capital 
and 
strength. 
With the further idea of bringing 
more banks into the 
system 
than 
would othervise come in, and of mak­ 
ing possible, through this means, the 
issuing of still more emergency cur­ 
rency where it might be needed. Sen­ 
ator Owens is urging another amend­ 
ment which would extend the time in 
which the member banks can pay for 
their stock in the Federal Reserve 
banks which under the 
plan 
they 
would he 
required 
to 
buy. 
This 
would lesson the financial strain up­ 
on the hanks at this time, and pre­ 
vent the liquidating of many of the 
present assets of the banks in order 
to pay their stock in the reserve in­ 
stitutions.

New York. Sept. 23.— The full text 
o f tht* signed statement of the Ger- 
uian chalcellor, 
Theobald Von Beth - 
mann Holhveg, given in Berlin to the 
representatives 
of 
the 
American 
press and in which he declared the 
eni|>eror “has complete confidence in 
the sense of justice of the American 
people who will not let themselves he 
hoodwinked hv tlie campaign of lies 
which our foes are waging against 
us” was received by the United Press 
today from Karl H. YonWiegand, its 
staff correspondent in Berlin. 
The 
statement, issued under date of Sept­ 
ember 4, follows in p a r t : 
“I don’t know what is thought in 
America of this war. 
But I assume 
that since its beginning the exchange 
of telegrams between His Majesty 
the enipeior and the Czar of Russia 


and the king of England has been 
made public. 
This proves irrefut­ 
ably that our emperor strove 
until 
the very last moment to maintain 
peace. 
Ilis efforts were destined to 
remain futile because Russia was de­ 
termined to have war at all hazards 
while England, which for a whole 
decade had been fomenting annuity 
against the German national spirit 
in Russia and France, now saw a 
splendid opportunity to serve its oit- 
oxprossed desire for peacej hut serv­ 
ed to let this g o by; hut otherwise 
the w ar of our country with F ram e 
and England could have been avoid­ 
ed. 
“Once the official archives 
are 
opened the world will learn how of­ 
ten Germany put forth a hand of 
friendship 
toward 
England. 
But 
England wanted none of Germany’s 
friendship. 
Jealous of the develop­ 
ment of Germany and feeling that 
the English were being surpassed by 
German efficiency and German in­ 
dustry in many fields, England long­ 
ed to overthrow Germany by sheer 
force of arms, ju st as of yore it 
ground down Spain, 
Holland 
and 
France. 
Accordingly, 
England 
thought the proper moment had come 
and therefore made the German a d ­ 
vance into Belgium a welcome pre­ 
text for taking part in the war. 
“After destroying all of Germany's 
means of communication across the j 
sea, England went further and open­ 
ed an all-around campaign of lies. 
Thus you Americans are told that 
German troops have burned down 
Belgian villages and cities, but you 
are not told that 
Belgian 
women 
gouged out the eyes of our helpless 


wounded men lying on the battle­ 
fields. 
1 he officials of Belgian cities 
invited officers of our arm y to eat 
with them and shot them dead across 
the table. 
Contrary to all laws ol 
humanity, the whole civil population 
of Belgium was called to arm s and 
Belgian civilians after 
their 
firM 
friendly 
reception 
of 
our 
troops 
shot them down from behind with 
concealed weapons a n d ‘committed 
all m anner of horrible cruelties. 
Bel­ 
gian women have cut the throats of 
German soldiers whom they had re­ 
ceived in their houses, after the^e 
soldiers 
unsuspectingly 
had 
laid 
down to sleep. 
“ England will a l s o have told you 
nothing of these dum dum bullet 
which the English and the French de­ 
spite all formal conventions and all 
pretenses 
of 
humanity 
employ &1 
against us. 
These dum dum bullets 
have been shown here in their origin­ 
al packages, just as they were fo u n d 
in the p o s s e s s i o n 
o f 
English 
and 
French prisoners of war. 
“Whoever has dwelt in Germany, 
since the w ar broke out has had a 
chance to recognize the great moral 
awakening 
of our 
German people 
who beset on all sides, have gladl\ 
rushed into the field to defend their 
right to live, and all such foreign 
observers must know by this time 
that such 
a people is incapable of 
unneecessary 
cruelty, 
let 
alone 
bestiality. 
“We shall win thanks to the great 
moral momentum which a just cause 
has given to our armies and in the 
end tin* worst lies shall fail to ob­ 
scure our victories any more than 
they can deprive us of our rights.”
